GENEUAL coNDmoare. 
Under this head the State may be 
divided intti sections, the dividing' 
line running due south from Louis- 
ville to the Tennessee line. West of 
this line the almost universal com- 
plaint is made of loo much rain and a 
serious daniajje lo wheat and other 
crop.s. wiiile east of it with a few ex- 
ceptions the past month has been sea- 
sonable. 

The estimate of this department 
June 1st was for three-fourths of an 
average wheat crop. There has been 
km In the western sectioa and gain in 
the eastern aeetion, one vary Marly 
oflEsetting the other. Hie estimate 
for twenty-two eountiea from Daviess 
jvest, was 80 per cent, of an average 
crop June 1st, which must be fedoead 
to m per cent. July 1st. This la due 
to continued rains during the month. 
Corn and tobacco have suffered also 
and condition of both is lowered be- 
cause of inability of fanners to culti- 
vate the ground to ke^down the 
weeds and grass. 

In the eastern section, with few ex- 
ceptions, conditions have been revers- 
ed and all reports show improvement 
in wheat ex'cepl in a few places where 
it was injured by Hy. The greater 
part of the Burley tobacco crop is 
grown in this part of the State and 
all reports indicate an increased acre- 
age as well as a high average eondi- 
tioa. The n^orts IndieatrgeBerally 
healthy oondltkm ofUfe^atoek and 
little diaeaae of a oonti^iooi nature. 
A herd of eattle in HidEman county 
is under suspicion of contagitm and 
will receive the att^tion of the State 
Board of Health. The condition of 
the fruit crop varies according to 
neighborhood from which received. 
On the whole, though, reports indi- 
cate rather poor prospect for apples, 
pears and peaches and about an aver- 
age crop of grapes, with complaint of 
rot, which may yet reduce the yield. 

As an example of the extreme of 
damage in the western section, we 
quote from a note sent by the corres- 
pondent in McCracken county: "The 
outlook for crops was never so gloomy 
in this eonntf since I can remember.
